It has been said over and over that Columbus residents 
: do not support local theatre arts, particularly black theatre. 
* We can go even farther and say that black folks in particular 
$ do not support theatre in Columbus. 
- This was apparent when Charlie Briggs, a veteran 
> Broadway director, was hired as a guest director at Players 
= Theatre of Columbus, to produce their Halloween produc- 
tion The Passion of Dracula. 
= In 14 performances in front of about 3,000 people, it was’ 
~estimated that less than 30 black folks showed up to show 
‘their support . 
* The notion that blacks have never been welcome at Play- 
“ers Theatre and felt uneasy about going to see Brigg’s 
: production is an invalid argument 
If nothing else, blacks should have flooded the theatre to 
support Briggs just because of his successful Broadway 
record. and as much as we hate to Say it, just because he 
was black 
Briggs excelled’in a part of the theatre world that few 
blacks attempt to enter. Most black artists want to excel on 
stage as a singer or dancer. Briggs tried a much harder 
‘route and has an impressive set of credentials that speak of 
his success 
Players Theatre hired Briggs as the first black director in 
the theatre's 60-year-history. Briggs, who graduated from 
Ohio State University and worked in local theatre before 
departing to New York, has been absent from the Colum- 
bus theatre scene since 1964 
His return to the Columbus theatre was met with disin- 


—trerest and tlittte fanfare, hardly a tribute toa man with his 


track record on Broadway. 

Briggs feels he has been shabbily treated by Columbus 
residents, particularly by his black colleagues, and we 
agree. We hope his threat to never direct another produc- 
tion in Columbus is just that, a threat. If The Passion of 
Qracula was indeed Briggs’ swan song, Central Ohioans 
are the big losers 
‘ Briggs’ successful production opened the door for Play- 
ers Theatre to invite other blacks as guest directors who are 
equally as talented as Briggs. We certainly hope the com- 
munity lends them more support.

Potter, who has directed the organization since its incep- 
tion, was given no reason for his unexpected suspension. 
The NDC board members have given no indication whether 


- they intend to reinstate Potter as executive director or out- 


right fire him. 
It would be a tragedy and detrimental to the continuing 
growth of the Mt. Vernon Ave. Plaza if NDC loses-Potter's 


- expertise. 
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NDC is the parent corporation responsible for the man- 
agement of the Plaza and the residential complexes__ 

Potter should be commended for achieving a miracle no 
one had thougNt possible. He developed the resources and 
coaxed the idea along of a residential and commercial 
venture in a crime-infested, low income area. 

Now, almost six years later, the Plaza and the area sur- 
rounding it are showing positive signs of growth. 

The Mt. Vernon Ave. Plaza development was a learning 
experience for Potter, as well as the board members. At 
times, Potter was hindered, rather than helped, by a board 
of directors who had little experience in managing residen- 
tial and commercial ventures. At times, Potter was also 
hindered by his own lack of management skills.

Hold Informational Meeting

Ohio State University “Stu- 
dents For Jesse Jackson” held 
their first informational meet- 
ing of the quarter recently in 
the conference theater of the 
Ohio. Union. 

Featured at the meeting were 
several Campus and commun- 
ity Jackson supporters who 
explained the importance of 
student involvement in the 
Jackson candidacy. 

Dr. William E. Nelson Jr. 
chairman of OSU's Black Stu- 
dies-Department told the 
crowd to develop a sense of 
“political efficacy.’’ Nelson 
said blacks must. learn to 
believe in themselves and in 
the black community and stop 
tearing down black leadership. 

Encouraging the students to 
take a chance on Jackson's 
candidacy, Nelson said “even if 


some feel we can’t win, we 
ought to take a chance and 
vote for a black candidate and 
make a statement to the power 
Structure. At least show we're 
concerned about our own 
interest.” 

Nelson told the students that 
they could make a difference if 
they unite behind Jackson 
because “Jesse Jackson is 
strongly only if he has a strong 
constituency,” he said. 

Dr. Frank Hale, Vice Provost 
for the Office of Minority 
Affairs and a member of the 
National Board of Directors of 
Operation Push addressed 
several questions which have 
been asked about the Jackson 
candidacy. 

In Response to a question 
asked about Jackson's ability 
to win and his qualifications, 
Hale said “Our definition of 


winning is different, the elimi- 
nation of Ronald Reagan is 
‘winning on our terms’.” 


Hale said Jackson has been 
a public. servant for over .20 
years and has demonstrated 
phenomenal administrative 
abilities with Operation Push 
considering the limited 
resourcés he has had to work 
with. 


Hale also said Jackson will 
force the other candidates to 
deal with issues they have been 
avoiding such as U.S. foreign 
policy toward Africa and other 
third world nations, including 
the relationship between the 
slave markets abroad and 
unemployment here the U.S.
